ilnd,”  Mansfield  told  the  Senate

He  urged  the  candidates  to  com- 
y with  security  safeguards  of 
le  Secret  Service  and  other 
dice  officials  and  protectors. 

I'Tt  is  a matter  of  basic  prud- 
|ce  and  has  nothing  whatever 
ii  do  with  personal  courage  or 
•nfidence  in  the  people  of  the 
^ited  States,”  He  said. 

Mansfield  noted  that  a national 
anpaign  requires  that  the  major 
ttididates  “present  themselves  in 
jrson  throughout  the  nation.”

of  Celestial  Peace  in  the  Chinese 
Capital. 

Though  there  bad  been  lively 
speculation  that  the  Chinese 
might  cap  the  day’s  festivities 
with  an  announcement  that  they 
had  fired  iheir  first  nuclear  de- 
vice, neither  Peng  nor  President 
Liu  Shao-Cbi  even  mentioned  the 
word  nuclear  in  anniversity  add- 
resses. 

Japanese  correspondents  in 
Peking  reported  That  informed 
Chinese  sources  said  U.S.  Secret- 
ary of  State  Dean  Rusk’s  state- 
ment that  Red  China  may  ex- 
plode a nuclear  device  soon  was 
a “fabrication.” 

“No  one,”  the  Chinese  sources 
said,”  not  even  chairman  Mao 
Tze-Tung  or  President  Liu  Shao- 
Chi,  knows  when  Communist 
China  will  explore  a nuclear  de- 
vice.” 

“The  oppressed  peoples  are 
bound  to  rise  in  revolution,  the 
imperialists  and  all  the  reaction- 
aries will  invitably  perish  and  the 
world  is  sure  to  march  forw^ard,” 
Mayor  Peng  shouted  in  the  day’s 
major  speech  before  500,000  par- 
aders  began  moving  through  the 
square. 

“This  is  the  law  of  Historical 
Development,  which  no  one  can 


alter.  The  people  of  the  whole 
world  should  unite  and  perser- 
vere  in  struggle;  our  prospects 
are  infinitely  bright.” 

Peng  claimed  that  “a  powerful 
industrial  system  based  on  self- 
reliance  has  been  built  up,”  and 
said  that  new  development  in  cul- 
ture, education  and  science  “Have 
eloquently  proved  that  the  Chin- 
ese people  are  fully  capable  of 
scaling  the  world’s  summits  in 
science  and  technology.” 

He  admitted,  however,  that  “we 
still  have  shortcoming,  mistakes 
' and  difficulties”  and  that  they 
occur  not  only  every  year  but 
every  month. 

He  called  on  Communists 
everywhere  to  unite  against 
“United  States  Imperialism  which 
he  said  “is  plundering  not  only 
the  economically  backward  coun- 
tries in  Asia,  Africa  and  Latin 
American  but  also  the  economi- 
cally develop  capitalist  countries, 
its  partners  included.” 

Through  Peng  sounded  the 
revolutionary  theme  and  made 
clear  China  intends  to  push  its 
fight  against  the  Soviet  policy  of 
peaceful  co-existence.  The  atmo- 
sphere in  Perking  appeared  mom- 
entarily free  of  The  recriminations 
of  recent  months. 


President  Holds  Nuclear  Power 


WASHINGTON  (AP) -Defense 
officials  said  today  the  command- 
er of  the  nation’s  missle  and 
bomber  forces  has  affirmed  to 
President  Johnson  that  “the  only 
authority  I recognize  for  expend- 
ing nuclear  weapons  is  the  Presi- 
dent of  United  States.” 

These  o f f i c ials  said  Gen. 
Thomas  S.  Power,  Chief  of  the 
Strategic  Air  Comand,  told  this 
to  Johnson  yesterday  when  the 
President  was  in  SAC’s  under 
ground  command  post  at  Offutt 
Air  Force  Base,  Omaha.  Neb. 

The  “Red  Phone”  can  reach  all 
SAC  Bases  and  command  centers 
— about  86  around  the  world- 
directly  and  simultaneously. 

In  thds  way,  the  officer  said. 


SAC’s  bombers  on  alert  and  load- 
ed with  nuclear  weapons  would 
get  the  word  to  take  off  and  be  in 
the  air  in  15  minutes,  enough 
time  for  them  to  escape  anj'  en- 
emy missile  attack. 

Defense  officials  said,  Power 
told  the  President: 

“I  would  like  to  make  one  thing 
clear.  I have  the  authority  to 
order  the  planes  to  take  off  so 
they  cannot  be  destroyed  on  the 
ground,  but  I have  no  authority 
to  order  them  to  expend  their  nu- 
clear weapons. 

The  only  authority  I recognize 
for  expending  nuclear  weapons 
is  the  President  of  the  United 
States.”

Tuberculin 
Skin  Test 


Still  Given 


Students  who  haven’t  taken 
advantage  of  the  Tine  Test  for 
tuberculosis  are  encouraged  to 
do  so  at  the  McDonald  Health 
Center.  This  is  the  same  test 
which  was  offered  to  the  students 
during  the  fall  semester  registra- 
tion in  the  Field  House. 

According  to  Dr.  Cloyd  C.  Hof- 
heins.  Health  Center  director,  the 
skin  test  establishes  two  things. 

FIRST  , IF  a person  at  the  time 
of  the  test  has  within  his  body 
any  of  the  tuberculin  protein 
from  he  bacteria  which  causes  the 
disease,  he  will  show  a positive 
reaction — redness  in  the  tesf  area. 

Secondly,  if  the  test  is  negative, 
it  means  that  the  person  at  that 
particular  time  is  free  from  the 
bacteria  protein,  and  therefore 
free  from  the  disease. 

THIS  PROGRAM  is  financed 
from  the  health  fees  which  are 
required  of  all  full  time  students. 
The  test  can  be  given  at  the  Stu- 
dent Health  Center  between  9:30 
a.m.  to  3:30  p.m.,  Monday 

through  Friday. 

Students  who  had  the  skin  test 
during  registration,  but  who 
haven’t  turned  in  their  test  form, 
are  urged  to  get  them  to  the 
Health  -Center  immediately.

It  could  be  the  new  coach:  the  in- 
stilling of  the  spirit  of  the  Y into  the 
team,  first,  and  then  having  it  spread 
like  a brush  fire  into  the  entire  stu- 
dentbody and  surrounding  community. 


More  Than  Words- 
It's  A Creed  Again 

Coach  Hudspeth  has  made  the  BYIJ 
athletes  creed  a creed  once  again — more 

than  mere  words.  But  he’s  done  it,  not 

by  pounding  that  creed  into  them,  but 
first  seting  an  example  and  then  by  making  the  team 
proud  of  themselves  and  their  team  and  school. 

The  creed  reminds  the  athlete  that  although  he 
is  an  athlete,  he  is  first  and  foremost  a student.  It 
reminds  him  that  although  adverse  forces  may  be 
ranged  against  him,  he  will  always  do  his  best  to  win, 
but  that  winning  will  be  incidental  to  playing  the 
game  well. 


It  also  I'eminds  him  that  his  reputation  as  an  athlete 
goes  with  him  beyond  the  playing  field,  and,  conseqent- 
ly  he  must  tiy  to  make  it  synonymous  with  the  role  of 
a gentleman,  both  at  home  and  away,  reflecting  the 
standards  of  BYU  in  dress  and  conduct. 


But  at  the  same  time,  Coach  Hudspeth  has  taught 
them  that  a good  sport  and  gentleman  need  not  “roll 
over  and  play  dead”  when  it  looks  as  if  someone  else 
got  to  the  pot  of  gold  ahead  of  them.

His  training  was  already  obvious  last  spring  as 
they  waxed  the  alumni  between  two  mountains  of  snow 
on  a sloppy  field.  Already  then  BYU  hopes  were  on  the 
rise,  but  the  fear  continued  to  haunt  them  that  the 
rebuilding  could  not  be  done  in  a year.

In 
review,  the  loss  wasn’t  as  bad  as  the  39-6  score  indi- 
cated. The  only  real  difference  between  the  clubs,  it  has 
been  pointed  out  was  the  punt  returns  of  Frank  Hud- 
low.  And  perhaps  it  thought  about  we  might  decide 
that  even  though  they  lost,  their  spirit  was  not  defeated.

^Mountain  Cats  go  against  the  Lobos.  Experts  say  its  a 
toss  up.

I,  however,  prefer  a statement  made  by  Lee 
Chipman  of  the  Deseret  News  who  said,  “Just  a 
hunch,  but  we  sort  of  look  to  see  the  Cougars  disjoint 
Lobos  all  over  the  place,  take  ’em  apart  limb  by  limb 
in  an  attempt  to  prove,  once  and  for  all,  that  BYU 
football  has  ti*uly  arrived.”

Long-Awaited  New  Stadium  Ope

Friday  night  in  the  night  all 
have  been  waiting  for — the  night 
BYU  is  finally  able  to  use  their 
new,  modern,  all-steel  football 
stadium. 

FOR  YEARS  university  and 
athletic  leaders  have  envisioned 
the  large,  useful  stadium  we  have 
today.  These  dreams  started  to 
become  realities  almost  a year 
ago  when  construction  began. 

The  stadium  is  located  between 
1600  and  1875  North  on  Canyon 
Road.  The  structure  is  north  of 
Helaman  Halls  and  east  of  Page 
Elementary,  and  is  within  easy 
sight  of  all  from  campus  hill. 

UNLIKE  OTHER  campus  build- 
ings and  facilities,  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
has  not  put  its  own  funds  into 
the  stadium  project.  All  monies 
necessary  came  from  contribu- 
tions. 

One-tbird  of  the  cost,  $500,000, 
came  from  this  year’s  students — 
$30  apiece.  Another  $500,00  came 
from  labor,  business,  and  pro- 
fessional group  contributions.  An 
additional  $300,000  was  raised  by 
the  University  itself,  and  $200,000 
came  from  a special  community 
program.  Such  activities  as  the 
appearance  of  the  U.S.  Navy 
Rand  last  spring  added  to  the 
funds. 

THE  STANDS  of  the  stadium 
currently  360  feet  long  along 
both  sides  of  the  field.  The  west 
side  has  69  rows  and  the  east  side 
51.  This  will  allow  for  a present 
seating  capacity  of  30,500. 

The  stadium  may  be  enlarged, 
however,  to  seat  approximately 
45.000.  This  wilbbe  accomplished 
by  putting  seats  on  the  north  in 
a bowl  fashion  and  putting  eigh- 
teen more  rows  on  the  east  side. 

THE  STADIUM  is  complete 
with  lights,  public  address  sys- 
tem, restrooms,  admission  gates, 
fences,  scoreboard,  pressbox,  tic- 
ket booths,  concession  stands,  and 
training  and  equipment  rooms. 

The  field  itself  is  equipped  with 
a special  agriculture  draining  sys- 
tem to  keep  the  gridiron  free  of 
excess  water.  The  grass  was 
planted  a year  ago  last  April  and 
the  sod  was  transferred  last  sum- 
mer. 

THE  STADIUM  will  be  avail- 
able for  other  teams  of  the  com- 


munity, public  events,  confer- 
ences, and  celebrations. 

Geneva  SteeJ  of  Utah  County 
has  produced  all  steel  for  the 
stadium. 

Stadium  parking  facilities  will 
hold  10,000  automobiles. 

BYU  STADIUISI  has  been  equip- 
ped with  a modern  rubberized  as- 
phalt track.  The  track  has  been 
called  the  ‘track  of  the  future.” 
Lines  will  be  put  on  only  once 
and  will  be  permanent.  Addition- 
ally, the  track  should  never  re- 
quire resurfacing.  It  has  been 
speculated  that  this  track  is 
bound  to  bring  national  meets  to 
Provo. 

The  opening  Friday  is  expected 
to  be  the  greatest  sports  extrav- 
aganza in  the  history  of  the  State 
of  Utah.  Over  34,000  fans  are  ex- 
pected to  turn  out  to  the  inaug- 
ural which  could  well  make  it  the 
largest  gathering  of  people  in  the 
sta’^e  as  well. 

The  stadium  gates  are  schedul- 


ed to  open  at  5:30  p.m.  with 
pregame  festivities  beginni 
7 p.m.
